. -^iPiriiP*. 

Sir William Osier Bt. Dead Fro£ Effects of Pneumonia on 
December 29th— Was Refills Profèssor of Medicine at 
Oxford ^ Graduated From McGill in 1872 — O^e Of 
Foremost Physicians Of His Day. " 



sir Wtlllam Oiler, tb« noted phyal- 
clan, the famou* Canadian, and th* 
wtll.knoit'n xraduau of MoCIU Univer- 
altr> died on the aventnr of Occember 
Mth, at hU boma hi Oxford. ' Sir 
WUUam. who paaaed kla aovanUath 
birthday laat Julr. auirmd a Hvera 
attack of pnaumonia last November, 
and was ibourht to bp on tbe road to 
racevar}', when two wc«k« afo he auX- 
ferod a r*U{>M which culminated In bli 
daktb. On Chriatmaa Day he acnt m 
nuMase to tbe Johns Hopkins Hoipitai 
In Baltimore, with which he nas con- 
nected for years. In whrch he iient 
freattnn» referred to bU iUneae, 
aayla* that followtnc an empyema 
oparation he area making a fopd flyht. 

Hie lata 8tr William Oaler wan bom 
In Bondhead, Ont., In 1140, the aon of 
tba lata nuy, P. L. Oiler. lie was one 
o( fotir diatinculahed loni, each of 
whm aaiiMsA renown la hii walk of 
Ufa. Uia mother lived to the af e of lOi 
yeaora. Ha was educated at Trinity 
OoUere School, Tort Hope; Trinity 
Collega, Toronto, of which he waa made 
and Honorary D,CJU la itOI) JItoCMIt 
UBtreiattr» A«m wttoh he ifaduated ip 
ItTS with the derr«<o of \S.T)., juid frcwa 
which la Itt6 he receJTed an IjLJ}. de> 
Croe} CitTrerelty Collef e, Londoo, and 
at Berlla aad VJenna. 

Uw honorary devreaa whlcli weee 
awar^ad to the lata phyilolan were 
very anmeroua a«d were IndleatlTe "of 
tbateapeet and eateem which the medl. 
eal world held for one of Ita foremoat 
marabéra. Ha waa 81r IVilllam Oiler, 
Bait, M.D., r.R.S., r.n.C.P.; neglui 
Profeseor o' Medicine, Oxford; Usn. 
Profeesor of Medicine, Johns Hopkins 
Uehreraltn of Mk:Olll, Haivard. 

Toronto, Aberdeen, Ediaburcb. Tale, 
Johoa Hopkins and Vlverpool Vntver- 
a{tl«a} honorary DiSc. of Oxford and 
Leads; ac£ honorary 'SUD, of Oxford 
Untrerslty. Ha waa the foremost au- 
thortty on Mediolna that Canada haa 
prodooed, and one of tbe Orvt pb^al' 
dans of his day. Ha waa al^tad a 
Fellow of the Royal Society In 1«9«. 

In ittz ho married Grace Llndaee 
Revere, the widow of Dr. S. W. Oroes, 
who aurrlves hlo). Two«f hls4>rothera 
ara atlll Ilvlnr, an^ reside in Toropto, 
They are the Hon, Fethornton Osier, a 
retired Judge and the president of the 
Toronto Tnwts CorporaUon; and )3lr 
BdmuBd Oiler, M.P,. the bead of the 
itoek hrokemce firm at Osier and 
Hammond. Hia only son, Z^lent. Ed> 
ward Osier, Was killed In aistlon In 191T. 

Sir Wllllam'ii first preceptor waa the 
parlrti priest^ to whom he acknowtedged 
moral and mental Indabtodna** and 
to whom he Inioribed «na of hie iaarse4 
works— "The Practice of Medidne.^ 

Receiving mis medical degree from 
McOIII University In 1S72, Dr, Osier 
placed the Imprint of hit ability on 
medical leamlnr to auch a marked de- 
i;ree that within a few years he tteoame 
tlm accpplcd authority In medical 
science. Hlx great art .lay In hli skill 
111 iljagnoals and bis profound knowl- 
edge of all the parts and functions of 
the human body and the various Ills of 
nature. If luch a thing could be, he 
was n spcciallgt in all departments of 
medicine. 

The laic George Murray described 
him ns ."a man of great W)d, ,ref8atHf 

Kenius." ' : r; * T ; 

No small part of Or. Osier*! worW 
lay In his directing influence upon 



ihc live* oC otberi. His prrcrple were 
broad and^ound. Thousands of young 
men from all lands came undT the eye 
of this teacher, aad thousands learned 
the lessons thàt he Uught through 1ilt 
writings. Above all, he urged work, 
so that the temptations of early or later 
years might be avoided. To the youth 
be aald: .'^bere are other aiUra than 
that of Venus on w'Wpb to light your 
fires, O young man — worit, Inceasant, 
hard, earnest work." 

Of Dr. Osier It has been said: "A 
more Jovial Joker, a more epigrammatic 
and witty member or society never 
Saad.e ai».'«fter'dtnper speacb." 

Perhaps it was Itecauee of this tha> 
he gained a reputation In the vaat 
world which might otherwise — 
naturally — never have heard of '/jflm 
as a frtat physielan. In ISOS at,Uhe 
commemoration' day exercises of Jbhns 
Hopkins University, of Raltlmoi«j, in 
which he served as profeasor of -medl- 
«tlne, Dr. Osier delivered the admirées in 
which be apoko of "the oomgwratlva 
uselessnass of men above forty; yeara.of 
iVre." His words, then spokqa without 
thought of howfar-reacMngfthey i\vouId 
be, passed round the wprld>tn garbled 
form of every variety, Hqawas quoted 
as having aaid In effeot tlmt men past 
that a«e were of no vaJua'ln the pro- 
cess of " humanity, and' that men wtio 
had reached the age of (ai«tj; should 

chioroformad. 

Dr. Oaier reraainad'ailenft on tbe sub.- 
Jeet for aiooniiidera'ble period, aad thcp 
Issned a.-, atataaaent In wMch he de 
dared: "'l did not say men at sixty 
should I» chloroeonned. That was the 
point la «the. novel to which T refejrre^, 
and upoa wbteh the plot hinged."

Navarthdess, àifd notwlthataadlng 
Ms vlawa on this subleot. Dr. Osier 
hiroaelf remained In activa praiotjco 
until the alose of his life. Having 
sei^vad in Johns BopMns to 1906, he 
waa called. •t-tha;«csaat:fliety,:Blz,-to 
Oxford Itaivai«Uy.iw_Refius Pnofeasor 
of Medicine, the Mgbeat honor in the 
bestowal of Brnish liiimutlons of 
learning. For . his great senrices in 
medtolne he was Imlgbted, and created 
a baronet by King George at bis 
CorooatlOD in ISll. Duiteg the war be 
rendered great eenlces to the Empire 
OS organiaer_and counsellor, and wa^ 
one of the leaders in the recent con- 
certed movement to bping British medi- 
cal education to the Ugbest plane of 
tborougbness.

• "The studanr leads a happy life In 
comparison with what fell to our lo 
thirty years ago. Envy, not sym 
pathy, is my feeling toward him. Not 
only Is tbe menu more attractive, but 
it is more diversified, and the viands 
are -better prepared and presented. The 
present tendency lo stuffing and 
cramming will be checked in part when 
you cease to mix the milk of general 
^chemistry and botany with the proper 
dlelry of the medical school. Perfect 
happiness for student and teacher will 
come with thfl abolition of examina 
tjoas, which ore stumbling blocks and 
rocks of offence In.the pathway of the 
true student. And it Is not so Utoplaoi 
as may appear at the first blush. Ask 
any demonstrator of anatomy ten days 
before the examinations, and he should 
beabls to give you a list of the men fit 
to pass. Extend the personal Intimate 
knoaiedge such as Is possessed by 
competent demonstrator of anatomy 
into alt the other departments, and tbe 
degree couKl be safely conferre4 .ijpon 
certificates of coinpetepçy, which wpitU 
mean a more thorough knowledge of a 
man'e fitness than can possibly be got 
by our present system of examination, 
I see no way of avoiding the necessary 
tests tor tbe license to practice before 
the provincial or state Aoards but th«9e 
should be of practical pltness only, and 
not, as Is now the cose so often, of a 
man's knowledge of the'e.ntlre circle 
of the medical acienoea . . 

"Of no other profession is the word 
universal appllosKle in the same' sensé. 
The celebrated phrase used of the 
Cailielic Ôhuroh is in truth much more 
appropriate when appHed to medlolna. 
It to not the prevalence of disease or 
the existeaoa averjiwhera of special 
groups of men to treat It ths,t b«tol<ens 
thls's^lldaftty, but It Is the Identity 
fbroiighout the elvllUed -world of pur 
ambitions, oiir methods and our work, 
To wrest from nature tbe secret» which 
have perplexed philosophers In all ages, 
to track to their sources the causes of 
disease, to correlate the vast stores of 
knowledge, that they may be quickly 
available for the prevention and cure 
of dlsaas'e — these are our ambitions. 
To carefully observe the phenomena of 
rife "in all its phases, normal and per- 
verted, to make perfect that most dlffl- 
cijlt' of all aria, the art of observation, 
to call to aid the science of experimen- 
tation, to cultivate the reasoning 
faculty, so OS to be able to know the 
true from 'the false — thc»o are our 
methods. To prevent disease, to re 
lleve suffering and to heal tho sick— 
thia la our work, Thjs profcssj^on In 
truth is a sort of guild or brotherhood, 
any meml>cr of Which can take up his 
calling in any part of the world and 
find brethren whosè language and' 
methods and. whose alms are identical 
with our owii. .' , ." 

At McGill Unlvcr^ty, where Dr. Osier 
rnadc his imprint as |i student and then 
achieved fame as a lecturer, there were 
deep expressions of regret when the 
news of bis death was learned. 

"On bebalf of myself and the mem- 
bers of the faculty," said Dr. H. S. 
Birkstt, Dean of the Faculty of Mcdl- 
■cJne.."/'i>ouJ;l UKp to say how shocked 
and deeply grieved we are at the heavy 
blow which has - fallen upon tbe pro- 
fession, and upon McGIII University In 
particular, in tho loss of one of its 
greatest and noblest graduates; and to 
express our slnccrost sympathy with 
Luày Osier In her bereavement." 

Dr. Dirkotl went on lo speak, of the 
way In which the faculty had always 
looked lo Sir William for guidance and 
Inspiration, and of the dcop Interest ho 
had taken in the. recently completed 
re-ofganlzatlon of the' faculty which 
had largely followed the linos of his 
suggestions. Hc cKpicsiicd bis certi- 
tude that Sir William had been par- 
ticularly Instrumental In drawing the 
atteintlon of Mr. Rockefeller senior and 
Mr. Rockefeller junior to the needs of 
MoGlll In connection with their $5,000,- 
000 benefaction to encouiasc the 
growth of medical education in Can- 
ada; "an^ 'hé 'als<> praised his consider- 
able glfU year by year without fall to 
tbe McGlli medical library. 

Dr. Krnncls .1. .Shrpherd, pa.Mt I'ro- 
fcssor of Anatoin.v. and for years Dean 
of the r"acuU\ or .Medicine, expressing 
his sorrow, nvdd that ho could not do 
better than repeat what ho had said 
to <ieorge lies, the woll-icnown writer, 
on the ooeaslon otSIr William's seven- 
tieth birthday, wiicn âtr u. Roiieaton, 



richly inustrated with microscopic and 
Other preparations. .So that even as a 
student he was distinguished for 
original work, and did not confine 
himself to book knowledge, as was the ) 
case at that Ume with the maJoiHty of; 
students. In post-graduate work ho 
spent two years abroad. In London .ir.d 
Vienna ohle.ly. I met him In Londoi 
In the foil of 1178. and read tbe proof 
pf his first paper presented to tho 
Royal Society, of which he Is njw so 
dIstingulHiied a member, in 1874, on 
tiie iv'tlrement of Professpr Drake, be 
was appointed Professor of the .In- 
stitutes of Medicine at Moaill, This 
chair inoludèd pathology with pbysl- 
olog>-. He #às a great success as a 
teacher, and not only did he leach well, 
but he stimulated others to sçek after 
truth. This I consider one of his chief 
virtues, that he communicated his own 
enthusiasm and suggpsta new lines of 
work to his students. He was chosen 
to Uko charge of ihe smallpox hospital, 
*then attached to Ibe Montreal Genoral 
Hospital, and the better to undeiatand 
the diseave, he took it hiouelf, ' He was 
elected ph^ritclaa to Ih^ Montreal Gen- 
eral Hospital in May, 18T8, hnd Im- 
mediately began to leach In Its wards, 
laying foundations for his subsequent 
success at Johns Hopkins Hospital. 
His Saturday morning pathological 
demonstrations were a feature — stu- 
dents eagerly crowded to these sessions, 
and practitioneni as well. They were 
practical, suggestive, and most: Instruc- 
Uve. 

•*08ler had his lighter moments, anil 
was a memiber of the Doctors' Dining 
Club, which' mef once a month. With- 
out Ofri;; ()|ie.-dtpii«rs wefp, ;w ;|„-.TOle; 
tame. Practice did not much trouble 
him in those days. In fact, he had no 
time for practice, with his work at 
college, at tbe hosplul and in the post 
mortem |x>onu" 

Dean Moyse, the Vjce-Prlnoipal of 
the' ÎJnlyér8lty, j!|i'' paying hla tribute to 
the memory of S)r "William, omp'haslped 
that Qiftier side of his great career, a 
side in which he is as dlstiDgulshe4 as 
in pure medjclnf, saying: 

'*J am . deeply grieved to. hear of the 
death of my old friend. Sir William 
Os\«r. .When I ws at University 
College, JiOndoni Sir Wllliain-- came 
over -to take post-graduate epiirsitfe in 
histology under Burdon-Sandsilson.' 
did not l^ow him personally then, but 
he was among the first to greet me 
warmly when 1 came to MoGlll, In 
which, as Professor of the Institutes of 
Medicine, he was already a very 'dis. 
tinguiphed member of tbe medical 
faculty, ' We were very Intimate friends 
as long as he was at McGill, and I had 
many opportunities of finding out h)s 
very wide knowledge of literature, both 
ancient and modern, and his great 
critical discernment. His famlllai'lty 
with the Kngllsh closslcs wa.<i remaiff:- 
able, and he knew -.Sir Thoma^ Browne 
better than any man I have met. 

"W4iat struck me in Oaler was his 
power to 'see essentials, whether In 
books new or old. He was n profound
